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that many of the tablets on the old pictures have now been 
changed by the addition of a ? mark behind the artist's name, 
or the prefixing of "School of." The Museum is at last in a 

progressive course.

The transmogrification of the store front of No. 256 Fifth 
avenue has brought forth one of the most artistic shop en- 
trances. From two narrow windows with a little door between 
there is now a fine, large show space for the Braun carbon 
prints, as the Braun-Clement Cpmp. has moved its place of busi- 
ness to the lively side of the avenue. The display of these 
famous reproductions is most attractive and worthy of ex- 
amination. ^

The famous picture by Rembrandt, recently sold by Count 
Schonborn to the corporation of Frankfort for $82,000, has ar- 
rived at that city and is now on exhibition there. It represents 
Samson, being blinded by the Philistines, striking out wildly 
around him, while Delilah is disappearing in the distance with 
his severed locks in her hand. 

The picture has had an extraordinary history. It came to 
Vienna originally as packing canvas with a quantity of Dutch 
goods wrapped up in it. The ancestor of Count Schonborn dis- 
covered it in a second-hand furniture shop, where it was used 
to protect furniture from the weather. The picture which came 
to Vienna as rubbish traveled back to Frankfort under a strong 
guard in charge of an official of the city delegated to care for it.

These two volumes of the Newnes' Art Library, imported by 
Frederick Warne & Co., are uniform to the "Burne Jones," 
which has been noticed a short time ago. They follow the gen- 
eral scope of the earlier volume received : an excellent mono- 
graph by writers of acknowledged critical authority, a com- 
plete list of the principal works of the artists discussed, found 
in public galleries, and some three score of half-tone illustra- 
tions of their most important works. Each volume has also 
a fine photogravure frontispiece. It will be interesting to 
watch for further numbers of this valuable art library.

The June "Century," as usual, has artistic features which 
put it in the front rank of the monthly magazines. Not only 
are the halftone illustrations always creditable, but the color 
prints 'of the Chateaux of Touraine, which have appeared in 
the last three numbers, are most attractive in their delicate 
shades. Mr. Jules Guerin, the artist, deserves much praise 
for his ingenious conception and individual presentation of 
these old castles. A short note by Harrison S. Morris eluci- 
dates the reproduction of Miss Violet Oakley's mural decora- 
tions for the Capitol building at Harrisburg, Pa., which were 
seen at the Centenary Exhibition in Philadelphia last spring. 
One of the latest paintings by George Hitchcock of a young 
girl of Brabant in her Easter finery is well reproduced.

Of equal importance was the Louis Huth Sale of Oriental porcelains 
at Christie's in London. 

A black hawthorn vase of the Kang-Hsi period, which had been 
bought by Mr. Huth for $125, from a dealer, who had given 12 shillings 
for it, was sold to Mr. Partridge for $29,500. A pair of beakers and 
oviform vase was obtained by Mr. Duveen for $13,500. A pair ot 
mandarin jars and covers painted with bands of arabesques and alter- 
nate blue bands decorated with dragons' flames and leafage reserved in 
white was bought by Mr. Harding for $9,712.50. A pair of powdered 
blue vases and covers brought $3,780, and an oviform vase with bright 
green ground enamelled with dragons, $2,000. A large Damascus bowl 
on a cylindrical, foot was bought by Mr. Durlacher for $3,150. 

For an eggshell lantern with finely stippled green ground, enamelled 
with a terrace scene in famille vert in two oblong panels on a ground- 
work of flowers and butterflies, $2,050 was paid. 

A Rhodian dish, twelve and three-fourths inches in diameter, was sold 
for $3,445. 

A Rhodian jug, ten and three-fourths inches high, brought $3,005. 

A vase with a yellow ground, enamelled with a pheasant, a peony and 
rocks in green and mauve, and also with palm leaves round the neck, 
sold for $4,365. A black, pear-shaped bottle decorated with flowers 
and scroll foliage brought $3,157-85- A bottle of triple gourd shape, 
enamelled and decorated with flowers and arabesque foliage, n!4 
inches high, sold for $2,910. 

A sang-de-bceuf bottle of brilliant color, with a gray crackle neck, 
iS'/i inches in height, brought $2,085.50.

A now famous old Sevres vase, with one of its panels painted for 
Dodin in 1763, was lately, sold at auction at Christie's, London, for 
the extraordinary sum of %200gs., or about $21,462. 

This vase is highly praised on all sides for its fine shape. It is 16 % 
inches tall. Its color has come in for some criticism. 

The color is principally gros-bleu, but the critics object that the color 
is heavy, opaque — lacking in the rich, clear transparency of the finest 
Sevres specimens, which for the most part came from that factory be- 
fore 1763, the date of this example. The vase is enriched with gilt 
ornamentation and has spaces reserved in white. 

Three of /the panels are decorated with bouquets of flowers and 
fruits. The chief panel, painted by Dodin, pictures a lady disporting 
herself as a shepherdess, and a boy playing the bagpipes, in a landscape. 

The likeness of the vase to one in royal possession, and a suspicion 
as to a phase of the Partridge vase's earlier history, may perhaps have 
had some degree of influence upon the price paid in Christie's auction 
room. The Partridge is similar to one owned by King Edward which 
is in Buckingham Palace, and it has been said that this vase of Mr. 
Partridge's was once in that palace — the inference being that it was at 
some time stolen, like many of the art treasures which to-day enrich the 
halls of many collectors. 
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
